. retiring from the Company*s Service, 

Every officer after tweuiy-fivo yoaiV bervice i» India, three^ears 
for one furlough being included, is allowed to retire witii the pay 
of the rank t<i which tie has attained within twelve inonilis of hia 
arrival in Europe, Iml such pay is to be the same only as that 
allowed to officers of in fun try. 

Members the Medical linard, who have been in that station 
HOC less than two years, and nut less than twenty years in India, 
ineludft^ three years tor one furlough, are permitted to retire from 
the service, and allowed i^5h0 per aniiiim, and c£700 per annum 
if they have served^vc year.^ in tliai statt^n.

5. Every candidate roust deliver the nuiues and addresses of two 
pmons miding in London, nr iu ricijihy^ who engage to receive 
him if he btiall be dismissed from the aemitiary, or removed from 
sickness or any uttier cause. 

6 . It is an iiidiapeiisable qualification that the candidate write 
a good legible bandi as he will be required to miteihnvn a sentence 
from dictaiioii by the head muster; and if be should be fbiiud 
deficient In this respect, or io his ortliography, his leception into 
the institution will be suspeuded for such length of time as the 
head master shall report to be necessary. 

7« No candidate will l>eaduiitUd as a cadet who cannot read 
and construe Cssar*s Commentaries. 

8 . No cadet will be ^admitted who is not expert in vulgar and 
decimal fractions. 

9. When a cadet is tdroitted, the lieutenauUgovernor or 
resident superinteodant shall immediately send the head master's 
certificate to the clerk in thesecnioary department. 

No pmon who has been dismissed, or obliged to retire from (he 
Army or Navy, the Royal Military College at Sandhurst, the 
Royal Military Academy at Woolwich, or from any otlier public 
institution, will in future be appointed to the Company's Military 
Seminary. 

FiiOBATtoyaay Ctass. I. Every cadet wHl be required to pay 
the sum of ^65, also the sum of as. as a subset iption to the 
public library, iuto the Company's treasury, previous to his being 
admitted info the seminary, to reimburse the Company the ex* 
penseof ills probatioii,1nciadiugclothing, stationery liooks, draw¬ 
ing and matheniatiCHl Instrument'*, po^et-money, ut lire rate of 
two shillings and sixpence per week, midicai attemiuuce, and 
vvashini;. 

2. That for the purpose of securing to the Company the re¬ 
payment of such ex]>eii6es, and the expense of any dHinage that a 
cadet shall wilfully do to any partoi the buildings or furniture 
belonging to the seminary, or to the trees in the gardens or grounds 
of the semi nary,two respectable persf>ns,on the part of every cade', 
shall give bond to the Company, previous to his admission into 
the seminary, in the sura of ^200 jointly and severally. Ex¬ 
pense for the execution of the Bond in the Secretary's Otfice 

3. Previous to the cadet's admission into this seminary, his 
parents or friends shall furnish him witli the following articles, 
viz. 

Twelve shim, eight pairs of cotton stockings six pairs of 
worsted dit 10 , six towels, one pair of white drill trowsert^, four 
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pairs of ilrawer8> six nighucap$» eight pocksNhan^kerchiefs, 
(wo combs and a brush, a tootb^^brash, a Bible and |irayer-bAok; 
toberepairedi or, if necessary, to be renewed by (he parents or 
friends, at lihe vacation. These ariictei to be marked with tbe 
cadet’s name at full length. 

4> That in futuic every cadet upon his admission be cot>>* 
sidered a probsftoirary pupil only for the first six months, at 
the end of which period ibe public examiner w ill be required to 
repd^t to tbe seminary committee the probability of his being 
able to for the artillery at tbe first public examination 
after hU two years* residence is Expired \ butshould this appear im- 
probable, either from want ol talent or diligence, the cadet is 
then returned to his friends, and tbe sum paid into the Company’s 
treasury upon his admission,sixty*fire ]>oiioils, bederaiuedin tiqui* 
dation of his expenses : but if the cadet is reported he and able to 
prosecute his studies, then the said sum to be considered as cover¬ 
ing his expenses at the seminary for the first year, 

PsYMBNTi. After tlie first year, tbe cadet wilt be required to pay 
fifty pounds per annum into the Company's treasury, and (he pay¬ 
ments must be made in advance, towards defraying the Company’s 
annual ex|»en«e for his board, lodging, and education, and for sup* 
plying him with the following articles, viz* 

Books, stationery, mathematical instruments, drawing mare- 
riaU, repairing his clothes, pocket money at the rate of fid. 
per week, medical attendance, and washing; ai also with such a 
supply of the followiug articles as, in the opinion of the Milit^iry 
Seminary Cuiiuoittee, Miall he deemed necessary t 
Jackets, waistcoats, black silk stocks, foraging caps, pantaloons, 
shoes. 

By a Resolution of Court of the 12th March 1834, the Cadets 
are required to pay for certain books, which in consequence 
become their property; and also for the destruction and mutilation 
of chose class books which are provided by the Company. 

AWhen the cadet attends to be passed by the committee, he must 
give in the names and addresses of two tiiends residing in London 
or Its vicinity, who will receive him if he shall be (li>tni8sed or re* 
moved from the seminary. 

PaoHiBiTrOK. ’rhe cadet must not join the scmitiary wilh a 
greater sum tliau one guinea, and h further irupply fn>iu any of 
his rdaiioDs during the term may subject him to disi]iis?)ion from 
the seminary. 

VaCATions. Midsumiucr commence^ second week in June, 
ends 3Ut July. 

Christmas ..commences do. Dec., ends 3UtJan» 
At the close of every vacation, the cadet must apply at the 
GadeUofllce for an order for his re*admisiioD, and all sums 
then due to the Company must be paid up. This order wilh 
express that he is only to be readmitted upon his returning with 
the lime number of books and instrumeiiN which he took home 
with hiiSi and thil his linen is put into proper repair. 
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No cad ft will be allowed co reiuaiu at the acminary uiore tlian 
four terxuSi without the fpecial permuaioit of xhv Court» and in 
the event of aoy cadet beiji^ pemitted locoiititme ahftli term, lie 
wilt not be coij^idercd ciitilled to be sriecieil fur the ^U|cineers or 
aiiillciy smice ; nor will he be eutiih'il to any prircs^ hut will 
only carry with iilin that rank to which he may appear eiititleit at 
the coneJuUon of his fourth term. 


Notice to Parents and Guardians* 

The fneiidK of every cadet are hcicby infortncH^ that provision 
being mnde f<ir fiinii^hiiig him with every requisite, he caimot 
really want a supply of money to be placed at bis di*<posahvlji]e 
atilie stiuinary ; and if they do untwithstsnuriiig tlilnk proper to 
fnniUh him with money, they put it In bia power to comnui 
iueguiaviiles, which must always retard iiis sitidies, and may 
eveulually lead to his lemoval. 

'rhe puients and ft lends are further particnlnrly dcslrtul not to 
attend to any application from the cadets foi money, nndci the 
pretence of their huriug Incut red any debts at Croydon, or else¬ 
where, or for the purpose of rating a geiierHl auhsciij^tion nniongsi 
lliemselreR for putdic charities, or fui any pretence wlkHt»*oever. 

U having come to the knowledge of the (otiimittce, that 
cadets have been in the habit of wriiine to their ft lends foi 
money, under the pretence that them wete so many stoppages 
troni their weekly allowance that they had scairely auy left, the 
Coiuinittec have Hscertained that thesesiojipt^es hnve arisen, not 
only from wilful and wanton dust met ion of public pmpurty, but 
in uconsiderahlu degree fioin the postage of letieis, and the car- 
viageof parcels addressed to the cadets* it I;; therefore Jierein* 
ordained, that no letter or panel shall be admitted into the 6U- 
mluary unless the postage or carrlhge of such letter or parcel shall 
have been previously fully paid for by the persoti scudiJig the same, 
and the parcel shall hrst be o|K'ned in the presence of one of the 
onlerly officers and the cadet to whom It sent, and sliould it 
contain wine, or any ahiiig prohibited by the rcguhuioits, tlic 
parcel, upon tbe first offence, will be retinned to the person 
sending ibe same; aud upon the second oflTcnce, the cadet will 
be ordered home, and not be readmitted until » written apology 
has been bent to the Couiinitteeby the person who has committed 
a breach of this regulation.
